FIGHT WAGERS WARM. 



Interesting Telephone Matter 
I From a Pulaski, 
Tenn., Pa- 
per. 



Elkton, Ky.. Dec. 12 — The latest 
and most sensational developments in 
the contest between the Dark Tobac- 
rowers' Protective Association 
and the buyers for the trust were the 
dynamiting of a factory here to-day 
and the boarding of a train near here 
"last night by armed and masked men, 
ho stated that they were in search 
of tobacco-buyers. 

It was this morning about 1:30 
o'clock that the factory owned by 
Mrs. M. B. Penick was blown to atoms 
by a charge of dynamite. The fac- 
tory was neaf the railroad, and was 
used by the local agents of the Amer- 
ican Snuff Company. The explosion 
damaged several nearby houses and 
also several passenger coaches at the 
depot. 

It was Elkton and Guthrie train 
No. 86 that the masked crowd, var 
ously estimated as numbering from 
forty to 200 persons, boarded last 
night. They covered the engineer 
with revolvers, and a party of them 
went through the train. The seem- 
ing leader of the crowd calmed tin 
fears of the passengers by stating 
that they were searching for tobac- 
co-buyers. None was found on th< 
train, and after the fruitless search 
had ended the crowd ordered the 
train to proceed. 

The Situation Acute. 

The situation in Todd county 
acute, and while the great mass 
people deplore the condition i 
hope that no further acts of violence 
will mark the contests between the 
Dark Tobacco Grower's Protective 
Association and the buyers for the 
Trust, there is general fear for the 
safety of the representatives of the 
Trust, who, in the general excite- 
ment, may be singled out as the 
victims of a lawless element, taking 
advantage of the situation. 

Members of the association openly 
deplore the burning and dynamiting 
of factories, and aoserts that repre- 
sentative members of the association 
are in no way responsible for the 
lawless acts committed by a few. 

Much Alarm Is Felt. 

The acts of violence following so 
closely on the burning of factories 
at Trenton, this county, have caused 
alarm, and citizens who sympathize 
with the tobacco association, but de- 
plore the outrages, are considering 
steps to preserve the good name of 
the community. It is probable that 
the citizens, most of them members 
of the association, will raise a fund 
of $1,000 to be offered as a reward 
for the arrest of the persons guilty 
of these acts of violence. 

Last Friday night the factory of 
Chestnut Brothers, at Trenton, was 
burned down, entailing a loss of 
$9,000, covered by $4,000 insurance. 
About 5,000 pounds of tobacco was 
burned, but it was fully insuml. 
Chestnut Brothers and J. P. Russell 
are representatives of the trust. 
Chestnut Brothers' factory was 
burned after midnight, and when 
the fire was discovered it had gained 
such headway that nothing could be 
dona, to save, the building. A short 
time afterward the factory of J. P. 
Russell was discovered to b« ablaze, 
but citizens, forming a bucket brig- 
ade, extinguished the fire. 

Approaching Crisis. 

Preceding these outbreaks the 
trouble between the association and 
the trust had been brewing and ap- 
proaching a crisis. At conferences

Company known as the Southern 
Telegraph Association has appeared 
in the field between Hopkinsville and 
Henderson since we came here. 
They never appeared before. 
•Why? 

We know the agents of the Cum- 
berland Company have induced men 
for wages, to go into this field to se- 
cure options fur franchises for the 
Southern Telegraph Association. 

If the Cumberland denies this we 
will publish affidavits in proof of it. 

We think these agents themselves 
are the subjects of imposition by 
their employers. 

We quote the following from the 
NashvHle Daily American: 

"The Tennessee Telephone & Tele- 
graph Company of inglorious mem- 
ory, it is believed, has a counttrpart 
in the Southern Telegraph Company. 
Sanford Duncan, President of the 
former company, is one of the three 
charter members of the latter, which 
was incorporated under the laws of 
New Jersey, and which filed an ab- 
stract of its charter with the Secre- 
tary of State of Tennessee in March 
1901. The other incorporators of 
the company are John T. Landis, 
who was President of the News 
Publishing Company, which was sup- 
posed to be controlled by the Cum- 
berland Telephone Company, and G. 
H. B, Martin, of New Jersey. 

It will be recalled that the Tennes- 
see Company was regarded as a dum- 
my fostered by the Cumberland 
Company and organized for the pur- 
pose of frustrating the efforts of the 
Home Company to secure a franchise 
in thiB city. A bill granting it a 
franchise was introduced in the City 
Council on the same night as the 
Home bill. The history of the former 
bill was published and it was finally 
rejected, only three Councilmen vot- 
ing for it. It is hardly probable that 
after its inglorious defeat that it will 
be again revived. Another company, 
however, also supposed to be a dum- 
my company, may perform the offi 
ces which the Tennessee Company 
was expected to perform. 

The Hopkinsville Home Telephoi 
Company and The Independent Long 
Distant Co.are endeavoring to secure 
rights of way along various turn- 
pikes and roads from Hopkinsville to 
Henderson Kentucky. Many rights 
of way in the State have already 
i secured, and a valid considera- 
has been given by the company 
for them. 

It is reported that the Southern 
Telegraph Association, the company 
referred to as having been granted 
charter by the State of New Jersey, 
has been endeavoring to induce prop- 
erty owners who have granted rights 
of way to the Long Distant Company 
to rescind their grams and to give it 
options on the rights of way. The 
Mithem Telegraph Associatlon.it is | 
id, oifered the property owners $10 
pole for each pole it might put up 
in event it built the telegraph or 
telephone line it ostensibly proposed 
to build.

thes3 options are not regarded as 
valid, the latter company having pre- 
viously given valid considerations for 
them. 

J. C. Symmes, purchasing agent of 
the Cumberland Company, took the 
acknowledgment of the local incor- 
porators of the execution of their 
articles of incorporation. 

While this is called a Telegraph 
Association under its charter, it is 
expressly authorized so do atelephone 
business. 

The Nashville American further 
said, editorially, and referring to 
this same subject: 

"There can be no stronger argu- 
ment for telephone communication 
than these desperate methods em- 
ployed by the monopoly. What 
enormous profit the monoply must 
be making if it pays it to organize 
and maintain fly-by-night con- 
cerns with which to fight competi- 
tion, and how conclusively it admits, 
by such action, competition to be 
most effective in reducing its exces- 
sive profits. 

Now we have quoted the foregoing 
as a preface to some remarks we 
shall make. 

Last week "The Record" of Pu- 
laski Tenn. printed under double 
headlines, 

"FRAUD ALLEGED. 
"Bill Against Long Distance 
Telephone & Telegraph Co. 
Filed At Franklin," 
a hullabaloo about a bill filed against 
this company by H. Moore and wife, 
alleging the fraud of this company 
in securing a right of way by their 
lands and asking that the same be 
rescinded and cancelled for the fraud 
alleged. 

This looked like an ordinary news 
item. 

It wasn't though. 

It was a Cumberland advertisement 
paid, or to be paid for at the usual 
rates. 

The object was to put us in dis- 
ivput..- if they could, 

And to discredit our representa- 
tives in this field. 

By suppressions of truth or sugges- 
tions of falsehood they endeavor to 
stifle competition. 

Mr. Moore says he was induced to 
bring this suit by an agent of the 
Cumberland Telephone & Telegraph 
Company, ParminaCox, of Franklin, 
on his assurance that he would be 
furnished a lawyer by his company 
free of charge and that the suit 
would cost him mothing. Mr. Moore 
has found out his mistake and offers 
to dismiss his bill. 

Suppose we should begin to pub- 
lish accounts of the various suit* 



that have been brought against the 
Cumberland? 

Would it argue anything in oar 
favor? 

Certainly not. 

It would only show that we are as 
small and unscrupulous in our meth- 
ods as "the Cumberland. 

And whatever else we may be. we 
are not that. 

We were informed yesterday by 
the parties themselves that Mr. Will

Association, had been endeavoring- 
to induce them to bring suit against 
us on allegations of fraud to have a 
right of way granted to us cancelled. 

We were told that he promised for 
his company that they would fur- 
nish a lawyer free and defray ail the 
expenses of the suit,

And so these people propose to use 
unsuspecting citizens as cats paws to- 
make trouble for us. 

No one knows better than the 
Cumberland that we are building 
and will- continue to build our lines. 

They know that if we did not se- 
cure a right of waylwe could never- 
theless run our lines. 

But every day they delay us only 
adds to their revenues the money we 
will get when our line is completed. 

And so they are willing to resort 
to these means and to spend this 
money in order that they may save 
more money.

This very afternoon Mr. Townsend 
and an associate have had a long 
talk with certain persons we can 
name, at Lynnville, after which they 
called up Mr. C. L. Meyers of the 
Cumberland cpmuany and had a talk 
with him about these matters.

The last duel fought in Ireland 
was between a mayor of Sligo aud 
a member of the legal profession, 
but honors were declared easy, for 
nothing happened.

Lust Monday afternoon, about four 
•'clock, Neal Bell, colored, while un- 
loading a wagon, fell and broke his 
neck. 

Bell was one of the yard and wag- 
on men of the Forbes Manufacturing 
Company, for whom he had been 
working many years. He was. steady 
in his habits and was generally liked. 
He was standing on a pile of lum- 
ber about six feet from the ground, 
and while moving a piece of lumber 
with one of his feet, lost his balance 
and fell between two piles of lum- 
ber. 

The other men ran to his assistance 
but when taken out Bell was a corpse 
One of the men who had worked 
with Bell testified before the Coro- 
ner's jury that for several months 
Bell had frequent attacks of weak- 
ness which compelled him at times 
to stop work until his strength re- 
turned, and that he also suffered 
pain in his head.

Hong-Kong, called the "London of 
tho Orient.' with its British govern- 
nor. Is English to the core and has the 
aspect of a great European city, while 
within 100 miles lies Canton, the 
typical Chinese city, a festering hole 
of horrors, where the foreign lega- 
tions, with that discretion which li 
the better part of valor, reside in the 
"French Concession," guarded day 
and night by armed soldiers. 

The streets of Canton are so nar- 
row that two sedan chairs can barely 
pass by closely hugging the walls, and 
the air Is filled with foul odors, while 
Hong-Kong can boast of fine Euro- 
pean buildings and cleanly streets. In 
Canton it is not unusual to come upon 
a pile of human bodies that have been 
beheaded lying in the street waiting 
to be carted away by the scavengers.

The Old City Prison is Sadly 
Oou of Repair And 
Too Small 



Councilmen Jackson and Ware, on 
behalf of the citv, closed a trade 
Tuesday with County Judge Fowler 
for the old jail property on the 
Southwest corner of Weber and 
Fifth streets, one square west of the 
present city lockup. The price 
fixed by the Fiscal Court recently 
was $1,000 and the representatives 
of the city agreed to pay that amount 
The council will have to meet and 
ratify the deal. 

The Fiscal Court will also have to 
approve the action of Judge Fowler. 

The building is a commodious one, 
one half of which is a residence for 
the jailer and* the other is the old jail 
proper, filled up with cells on two 
floors, the prison used for many 
years until the new county jail ad- 
joining it was completed. 

The residence is now occupied by 
J. F, Hancock and immediate posses- 
sion could not be given. 

The old lockup on Fifth street is 
too small, is badly located and v?ry 
much out of repair. It will take at 
least $500 to overhall and enlarge it 
to meet the present requirements of 
the city, since the workhouse has 
been abolished and all prisoners are 
kept in the lockup. The county al- 
ready owes the city nearly $500, so 
that the actual cash outlay would be 
about $1,000 for a complete prison 
that would give abundant capacity 
for years to come. 

The present site is also a valuable 
asset. It is large enough for mar- 
ket house purposes or could be set in 
grass and trees and made into a little 
Tiwn in the rear of the city building. 
The disposition of this lot would, of 
course, be a matter for future con- 
sideration.
